3. Applicant argues that " Martin fails to disclose a computer program including text, which is preceded by a comments designator and 
succeeded by at least one link word that is adapted for modification by an on-screen pointer", "Martin does NOT teach or suggest that the 
'"=" symbol could be modified by an in-screen pointer", it is noted that since the comment is text entered by the user, each word of the 
comment can be modified. 

Applicant argues "the teachings of Chaudhry (which merely insert comments into source code) cannot be relied upon to provide 
teaching or suggestion for "creating a data set by modifying a comments portion of a program ". However, Martin teaches data set 
comprising a link word ( = symbol), so Chaudhry is cited for teaching that data set to form computer executable code can be created by 
modifying a comments portion of a program (col 2, lines 31-45; col 2, lines 55-59).
